Sir Thomas Cooke being called in, and the AQ read, 
he thereupon obſerved to the ſaid Committee lome- 
thing relating to the Clauſe ronching his imprilon- 
ment ; aa\l did detire, that in ca he ſhould then make 
a full and perfect diovery, to the ativtattion of the 
Commirtee, it might by them be reprelented 10 eac!; 
Houſe , {o as he might obtain their Votes for his 
diſcharge ; he appreheailing by the Act, chat no per- 
fon is impowered to releaſe him in Cale of fuch 
diſcovery. Wherenpon the Commirtee acquainted 
him, Thar they were of Opinion, if be made 2 full diſ- 
covery, be would not br liable to the Penalty of that

Name of Themſelves, and of all the Com- 
mons of Englaxd, againſt Thomas Duke of Leeds, Pre- 
ſident of His ;ajefty's Moſt Honourable Privy Coun- 
cil, for High Crimes and Miſdemeanors. 

1» That certain Yerchants trading to the Faſt-Indies, 
having either forſeited their Charter, or being under 
an apprehenſion that they had forfeited the ſaine, 
and having made their humble Applications to their 
Majcſties in Council for obtaining a Charter of Con- 
firmation;the ſaid Duke of Leeds being thenPreſident of 
Their Majcitics Moſt Honourable Privy Cougcil, and 


F \ Rticles exhibited by the Knights, Citizens and 


ſworn to give their Majeſties true and faithful Ad- 
vice, did, contrary to his Oath, Office and Duty ta 
Their Majcſties, and in Breach of the Great . Truſt 
repoſed in him, by Himſelf, his Agents: or Servants, 
corruptly and illegally treat, contratt and agree with 
the ſaid Merchants or their Agents for five thouſand 
five hundred Guinea's to procure the ſaid Charter 
of Confirmation, and alſo a Charter of Regulations, 
or to ule his endeayours to obtain the ſame.
